White’s Signatures 
Seem To Assure 
Special Meeting

Because former selectman Sidney P. 
White has already collected more than 500 
signatures on his petition for a special 
town meeting, it appears the selectmen 
will not ask him to collect an additional 
100 signatures on a separate petition. 

Statutes require 200 signatures on a peti- 
tion to call a town meeting with the 
selectmen’s consent, and 300 signatures — 
with the additional 100 on a special form — 
without the selectmen’s consent. 

The board will vote on the matter Tues- 
day night, but it was the consensus of the 
board during Monday night’s conference 
session that to require the additional 
Signatures would be ‘‘beating a dead 
horse,’’ as Chairman James Abramson put 
it. 

“I am not in favor of holding this town 
meeting,’ the chairman said, ‘‘and I wish 
Sid would reconsider. But I am sure he can 
get the extra signatures, and I am not in 
favor of beating a dead horse by requiring 
the signatures.”’ 

Selectmen Edward Harris and Jerry 
Silverman agreed. ‘‘It appears it would be 
easy enough for him to do this (collect the 
100 signatures), and I do not personally 
feel it is necessary to go to the extreme of 
requiring him to,’’ said Harris. 

‘‘We would simply be delaying the whole 
ball game,’ added Silverman. ‘‘I don’t 
know what we’d gain — he’ll get the 


Signatures, and we’ll just be wasting the 
town’s time.”’ 

Only Susan Poore spoke in favor of re- 
quiring the separate petition. (Selectman 


Norma Gammon was absent). ‘‘To accept ~ 


the 200 signatures would be to acquiesce to 
calling a special town meeting, and that I 
can’t do,’’ said Poore. 


‘Let the individual who wants the 
meeting be the one who calls it — if we 
accepted this petition, we would be calling 
the meeting,” she added. ‘‘And since we 
are not in favor of calling a special town 
meeting, I think that would be rather un- 
seemly at this time.”’ 


Marge Bradshaw, representing the 
League of Women Voters, read a letter 
from the league urging the selectmen to 
require the maximum number of 
signatures, because ‘‘the critical issues of 
housing and land use can best be ad- 
dressed at spring town meeting.”’ 


White said he had not yet filed his initial 
petition with the town clerk’s office, 
because several pages were still being cir- 
culated. However, he said he planned to 
file the petition by today, in time for the 
selectmen to put the issue on their agenda 
for next week’s meeting. 


The town manager said the special town 


meeting would be called within 45 days of 
the date the petition is filed. 


Rollins Cablevision

Rollins Cablevision of Massachusetts 
has been recommended as Andover’s 
cablevision licensee by the Cable Advisory 
Committee. 

The advisory committee, under Chair- 
man Reginald Marden, made its decision 
Monday night and will recommend Rollins 
to the selectmen, the licensing authority, 
which has scheduled a hearing on the 
matter for Oct. 27. 

The resolution, adopted by unanimous 
vote, cited 12 points on which it felt the 
Rollins proposal to be superior to that of 
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Continental Cablevision of Lawrence, the 
other final contender for the franchise. 

Atty. William J. Dalton, counsel for 
Continental Cablevision, said Wednesday 
that the firm would be at the Oct. 27 hear- 
ing to debate the contentions fully. He said 
Continental would make a full presenta- 
tion of its case, feeling it had the stronger 
company to serve Andover. 

The reasons cited by the advisory com- 
mittee composed of Marden, John 
Sweeney and James Caldwell, primarily 
listed service and facilities offered the 
town by Rollins, as reasons for their 
recommendation. 

Rollins will offer two studios for local 
access, one at Andover High School, the 
other at Merrimack College. The facilities 
will be available to the schools and town, 
with educational, programming out of 
Merrimack College.

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LGH Designated As Valley Resource Hospital 


Lawrence General Hospital, in 
Lawrence, has been designated as the 
emergency medical services resource 
hospital for the Merrimack Valley. The 
designation was made by the Merrimack 
Valley Emergency Medical Services Cor- 
poration (MVESC), a regional planning 
and coordinating group. 


As resource hospital, Lawrence General 
Hospital will coordinate the implementa- 
tion of advanced life-support services in 
the Merrimack Valley, including training 
of ambulance and hospital personnel, and 
monitoring of the quality of pre-hospital 
emergency cae. It will also house the of- 
fice of the MVEMSC. 


MVEMSC and the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health were recent- 
ly awarded a $200,901 federal grant to im- 
plement advanced training of ambulance 
personnel and for other improvements in 
the delivery of emergency caré. 


All hospitals in the Merrimack Valley 
were asked to submit proposals for 
designation as resource hospital, accor- 
ding to standards set by the MVEMSC 
which were based on criteria of the Ad- 
vanced Coronary Treatment Foundation. 
Applications were received from 
Lawrence General Hospital and from St. 
Joseph’s Hospital in Lowell. The proposals 
were evaluated by a non-partisan three- 
member team of professionals in the field 
of emergency medical services. 


“Both hospitals submitted excellent 
proposals’ according to MVEMSC Ex- 
ecutive Director Richard A. Narad. “‘I 
think that the committee had a difficult 
decision to make.’’ He expects that St. 
Joseph’s will continue to serve in a 
leadership role in the development of the 
program. 

Advanced life-support programs have 
been developed in many parts of the coun- 
try since the first paramedics were train-

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Clark Views Prop 212 As ‘Catastrophe’ 


Andover Town Manager Jared S.A. 
Clark says he agrees with the proponents 
of Proposition 2% — Question Two on the 
November ballot — that property taxes 
should be reduced in Massachusetts. 

But Proposition 2% is ‘‘a very simple 
solution to an enormously complicated 
problem,’ says the manager, ‘‘and as 
such, it is not going to be an answer.”’ 

Instead, Clark predicts, Proposition 2% 
will result in ‘‘catastrophe’’ for Andover 
and other cities and towns across the Com- 
monwealth: ‘‘The problems it will create 
will be far worse to deal with than the 
problems we have today.’’ 

Proposition 2% would reduce state 
property taxes by limiting the total taxes 
assessed on any real and personal proper- 
ty to 2% percent of “‘full and fair cash 
value’ (a term which is not defined in the 
legislation). 

Property taxes could not be increased 
by more than 2% percent each year, 
regardless of whether a community’s “‘full 
and fair cash value’ increased by more 
than that amount. 

In addition, the proposition would 
reduce the motor vehicle excise tax from 
$66 per $1,000 of valuation to $25 per $1,000. 

Andover taxpayers will see an im- 
mediate decrease in their excise tax bills, 
and an eventual decrease in real estate tax 
bills, Clark says. ‘‘But that cut is not 
worth the price the public is going to have 
to pay.”’ 

If the referendum question is approved 
by Massachusetts voters, Andover could 
lose a total of approximately $3 million in 
revenue the first year, the manager says: 
$2 million in lost revenue from property 
taxes, and $1 million in lost revenue from 
excise taxes. 

About 58 percent of the loss would be cut 
from the school budget, totalling $2,200,- 
000, and 42 percent from the town side, or 
$800,000, Clark says. 

The town’s options will be rather limited 
when it is time to cut that $800,000 from 
the budget, the manager says. ‘‘We have 
fixed expenses, such as the debt service, 
water and sewers. We have to fund these 
items,’’ he explains. 

Town departments such as Community 
Development and Planning and the town 
clerk’s office are largely self-supporting, 
thanks to revenue from user fees and 
charges, while general government ex- 
penses have already been trimmed almost 
to the bone, Clark says. 

“‘So that leaves the Department of Com-

munity Services, the police department, 
fire department, and a portion of the 
Department of Public Works, and special 
articles” eligible for budget cuts, says the 
manager. 

The first cuts will come in the 
maintenance of parks, playing fields, and 
roadways, and ‘‘optional programs” such 
as Community Service programs for the 
elderly. 

‘“‘We may find that we can live without 
an elderly program better than we can live 
with reductions in the police department,” 
Clark explains. ‘“‘Public safety will come 
first.”’ 

Other services ‘‘people now take for 
granted” that may be cut include road 
patching and paving, street painting, 
maintenance of traffic islands, replacing 
street signs and lighting of tennis courts. 

Without funding for special articles, 
there will be no capital improvements in 
town, Clark says, such as building new 
playing fields, making major im- 
provements to buildings, or replacing 
equipment. 

‘“‘The real crunch’’ will come, not during 
the first year, ‘‘but in the second and third 
years, and will increase each year, 
because the levy limit will increase only 
by 2% percent a year, while the inflation 
rate will probably continue to be 10 per- 
cent a year,” he says. “The following 
years will see more major service reduc- 
tions. The cuts will be even more painful.”’ 

The addition of new services, ‘‘already 
substantially out of the question because 
of the current tax cap,’’ will become 
‘‘clealy impossible under 2¥2,’’ says Clark. 

‘“‘We have frequent requests for a noise 
control bylaw, for radar speed control, for 
more control over vandalism and breaking 
and enterings,”’ the manager says. ‘‘These 
are expectations the public does have that 
are largely prohibitive today — and we

don’t pay unemployment insurance as an 
ongoing thing, but only when an employee 
is laid off,’’ he explains. 

Nor will Andover be able to turn to the 
state for alternative sources of revenue, 
Clark believes. ‘“‘Over the years, the state 
has never fully funded aid to education or 
local government,’ he says. 

‘‘The state ran short of funds this year 
— it has to deal with its own financial 
problems. The state will continue to have 
its own increases and expenses — there 


. will be no money to pass back to the cities 


and towns as there was in California (after 
Proposition 13.)”’ 

The town will, however, become more 
dependent on the state ‘‘for the revenue 
crumbs that will be passed down to us,”’ 


‘ and therefore, will lose some control over 


the town, Clark says. 

“The quality of life in Andover will be 
dictated on a statewide basis, rather than 
be determined here,’’ he says. ‘‘Andover 
is where it is today because town meeting 
voted funds to accomplish things the peo- 
ple wanted. Those who complain about the 
property tax haven’t shown up at town 
meeting to participate in the process.” 


Proposition 242 ‘‘forces the responsibili- 
ty of property tax reduction on local 
government, rather than where it belongs 
— with the governor and state 
legislature,’’ Clark says. 


Local governments are run more ef- 
ficiently than the state government, the 
manager says. ‘‘People are fed up with the 
excesses of the MTA, for example — but it 
is the represéntatives of local government 
on the T Advisory Board who’ve been put- 
ting their foot down about costs. It is local 


‘governments that have tried to hold down 


spending.”’ 

He adds that, during the last two years, 
local governments have already been forc- 
ed to cut expenses under the state four 
percent tax cap.‘‘I think Andover has been 
well run for a long long time,’’ Clark says. 
“It’s efficiency can still be improved upon 
— but there is not that much fat to be 
eliminated from the budget — not the 
magnitude of cuts that would be enforced 
under 2%2.”’ 


Voters may vote for the proposition ‘‘to 
force the legislature to deal with tax 
reform, but if the voters want change in 
the state legislature,’’ he points out, ‘‘they 
had better deal directly with the state 
legislature and the governor.” 

Some voters also favor the proposition 
because it would eliminate binding ar- 
bitration and fiscal autonomy, Clark says. 
‘‘T personally would like to get rid of them

Major achievements in chemical 
research in 1979 included development of a 
‘‘supersponge,”’ a giant polymer that can 
absorb 5,000 times its weight in water. 


However, Proposition 2% would 
eliminate binding arbitration and fiscal 
autonomy. ‘‘without anything to replace 
the functions they have served,”’ he says.

The destructive effects of 2% ‘‘will be 
very costly to ‘correct,’’ Clark predicts. 
“Later we will have to rebuild, to get out 
of the mess Proposition 2% will create. 


‘We should be looking for intelligent 
solutions to our problems now,’ he adds, 
“instead of waiting until after the crisis 
created by 242. Why not start dealing with 
the problems themselves?”’

Crisp, juicy apples lead off the list of 
best buys for October. The apple harvest 
in the Bay State is forecast at 2,381,000 
bushels, up five percent over a year ago, 
according to the Massachusetts Food and 
Agriculture Department. 

Among the plentiful local varieties are 
McTosh, Red and Golden Delicious, 
Cortland, Northern Spy and Rome Beauty. 

Native cranberries should also be in 
good supply. This is the season to purchase 
them fresh and freeze for later use, as the 
fresh supplies usually dwindle after 
Thanksgiving. 

Other good October fruit buys are fresh 
Barlett and winter pears, grapes and 
bananas. 

Best buys in vegetables this month are 
potatoes, parsnips, turnips, onions, cab- 
bage, carrots, pumpkins and winter 
squaches. There are a number of varities 
of winter squach grown locally such as 
acorn, buttercup, butternut and hubbard. 


The forecast looks gloomier at the meat 
counter. Though supplies are adequate for 
red meats and poultry, higher prices are 
expected in the months ahead. The best 
buys in October should be various cuts of 
pork as production and supplies are in- 
creasing seasonally. Egg prices are up 
from last summer but still are at 
reasonable levels.

The cranberry harvest is in full progress 
and, barring a severe frost, Massachusetts 
should again be the number one cranberry 
producing state in the nation, the state 
Food and Agriculture Department 
predicts with a note of optimism. 

Despite gloomy speculation to thecon- 
trary, at this point there is no reason to 
reduce the August crop estimate of 1,180,- 
000 barrels, says Dr. Chester Cross, head 
of the UMass Cranberry Experiment Sta- 
tion in East Wareham. 


Closes contender to the cranberry crown 
is Wisconsin, where the crop has been es- 
timated at. 901,000 barrels. Other states 
where cranberries are grown commercial- 
ly are New Jersey, Washington and 
Oregon. One barrel contains 100 pounds of 
berries. 


‘‘About one third of the Massachusetts 
crop has been harvested,’’ Cross said. 
‘“‘The berries are now well colored, their 
keeping quality is excellent, and the size 
varies from small to medium. 

There has been no frost damage to date, 
but the water supply is critically deficient, 
and many bogs are without frost protec- 
tion.”

harvesting and about 55 percent of the 
crop was harvested by this ‘‘wet pick’’ 
method last year. Water also helps pre- 
vent damage to the crop when frost 
strikes. 


“Presumable growers have already 
picked the bogs most susceptible to frost, 
but the harvest is running a little late 
because warm weather delayed the color- 
ing of the berries,’ Cross said. 


In the ‘‘wet pick’’ method, the bogs are 
flooded and mechanical water reels are 
used to knock the berries off the vines. The 
berries ae floated ashore where a con- 
veyor belt delivers the fruit into trucks for 
delivery to handlers. 

One cup of fresh raw cranberries con- 
tains 45 calories and 15 percent of the 
recommended daily allowance of vitamin 
C. While the British navy earned the name 
‘‘limeys,’’ it’s said that American sailors 
took large barrels of cranberries to sea so 
that their vitamin C content might help 
prevent scurvy. 

Cranberries have a natural waxy 
coating that helps them keep fresh. They 
also keep very well in the freezer, so this 
is the time to stock up and cook with the 
flavorful native American berries!

Portrait 
Of Phillips 
On Exhibit 


One of the most important paintings in 
the history of New England education was 
hung today in the Phillips Exeter 
Academy Library in Exeter, N.H. The 
painting. a portrait of the academy’s 
founder, John Phillips, was completed in 
1793 by Joseph Steward, well known por- 
trait artist of the time from Hartford, 
Conn. 


John Phillips first helped his nephew 
Samuel Phillips to found Phillips 
Academy in Andover, and then, with 
Samuel’s help; founded Phillips Exeter 
Academy in 1781. During this time he was 
an active trustee and generous supporter 
of Dartmouth College. 


The portrait was commissioned by the 
Dartmouth Trustees when Phillips resign- 
ed from the board in ill health. It is the 
only known full-length study of Exeter’s 
founder. a pastel study for the painting is 
in the academy’s collection. 


Since the completion of the painting in 
1793, the portrait has remained at Dart- 


‘mouth. The Dartmouth Trustees have 


allowed the painting to travel to Exeter in 
honor of the Academy’s Bicentennial Year 
celebration. The painting will remain in 
the library until June, 1981. 


John Wharton, director of the Lamont 
Gallery at Phillips Exeter, who negotiated 
the loan, remarked that ‘‘having the por- 
trait at Exeter is one of the best birthday 
presents we could have. Not only is it a 
magnificent painting but also an insight 
into the character and genius of John 
Phillips, a man who saw the future 
educational needs of America with 
remarkable clarity.’’

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Turner Farm Plan Needs Local Funds 


An Andover resident’s efforts to buy 
Turner Farm under the state’s 
agricultural preservation restrictions act 
will need a $100,000 ‘boost from the town, 
the selectmen learned Monday night. 

The state is interested in preserving the 
32-acre farm by acquiring the develop- 
ment rights from current owner Harvey 
Turner, Jr. 

By funding the difference between the 
value of the land if developed for any pur- 
pose (it is zoned for residential use) and 
its value as a farm, the state would help a 
buyer interested in preserving the farm to 
purchase it at a substantial savings. 


However, prospective buyer Richard 
Lundgren of 18 Elm St. told the selectmen 
there is some ‘‘fine print’”’ in that preser- 
vation plan: tHe state would like Andover 
to share the cost of acquiring the develop- 
ment rights with a $100,000 donation. 

“T was not aware that the town would be 
involved in the provision of funds,’’ said 
Selectman Edward Harris. ‘‘I thought it 
was the state that would purchase the 
rights.”’ 

Lundgren, who owns and operates 
Village Landscaping in Andover, said the 
town’s donation would be ‘‘a one-shot ex- 
pense for the town. I would have the deed 
and it would be my problem from there.”’ 


The landscaper, who would purchase the 
farm for $50,000, said he would like to 
replant the farm’s apple orchard, as well 
as live on the property and operate his 
landscaping business from that location. 

Under the terms of the agricultural 
preservation restrictions, it would be dif- 
ficult and prohibitively expensive for any 
future buyer to develop the land as 
anything other than a farm, according to 
Dina Hammond of the Conservation Com- 
mission. - 

The Conservation Commission has 
notified the state Department of Food and 
Agriculture that the commission could not 
appropriate $100,000 from its budget for 
the purchase. 

However, Selectmen Chairman James 
Abramson pointed out that the appropria- 
tion, which must be approved by town 


selectmen’s budget, or as a private article 
by Lundgren. 


Lundgren said he is seeking the 
selectmen’s support because he is nearing 
the end of his third 120-day option on the 
farm, and is being ‘‘pushed a little’ by 
condominium developers who have ex-

The wheels have been set in motion for 
an increase in pay for permanent sub- 
stitutes, though there is no money in the 
school budget for raises this year. 


The school committee indicated Tues- 
day night it would reconsider the pay 
schedule for permanent subs — those 
teachers who sign contracts to fill in for 
long-term absentees. They are presently 
paid at the bottom rate — Bachelor’s Step 
1 on the teacher’s scale — no matter how 
many years experience or how many 
degrees they have. 


School Committeeman Donald Robb 
suggested revision of the policy because, 
he said, he had the feeling it is difficult to 
find substitutes willing to work for that 
pay. In fact, he said, he heard that one 
position was turned down by ten different 
people because of the pay. 


to the town manager, requested the exten- 
sion to allow them time to study and 
prepare a package of ‘‘developers’ incen- 
tives’’ for renovating the school, accor- 
ding to Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark. 


The commission pointed out that the 
school building is of ‘“‘historical and 
architectural significance, and represents 


no safety hazard or great expense to the 
town,’’ Clark said. 

The Historical Commission stated that 
subsidized (low — or moderate-income) 
housing would not be considered as an op- 
tion. Ballardvale residents have expressed 
strong opposition to that alternative. 

Ballardvale spokesman Charles Mur- 
nane of 246 Andover St. said the improve-

positions, and if the policy might, in fact, 
be working to the ‘‘disadvantage of the 
educational process in Andover.”’ 


He said that last year a Spanish 5 class 
went a long time without a teacher 
because they couldn’t find anyone to take 
the job at beginning pay. He said there had 
also been hard-to-fill openings in in- 
dustrial arts and math, ‘‘in various parts 
of the curriculum.” 


Asst. Supt. Charles Mitsakos agreed 
that the low pay has caused ‘‘severe 
problems.’ 


He said there are now 16 permanent sub- 
stitutes in the system — not counting those 
who are filling in for child-bearing leaves 
or short-term illnesses — and that there 
had been a problem filling eight of thos 16 
positions. Four of them, he said, qualified 
as ‘‘serious’’ problems, and the ad- 
ministration had to go ‘‘repeatedly back to 
the well’’ to fill them. 


He, quigkly, noted, that people finally, * 


but that wasn’t always the case. He said, 
for instance, that one woman had left a 
$20,000 position at Western Electric 
because’ she’d always wanted to teach 
math. 


Mitsakos said that the same 16 subs, if 
given full credit for their experience, 
would be paid $8,818 more than they are — 
or a total of $181,513 per year, instead of 
the present $172,695. 


He added that if the committee wanted 
to change the policy right now, they’d have 
to transfer funds from some other ac- 
count, because there aren’t any available 
in the salary budget. 


Committeeman Joseph Finn was the 
first to join Robb. He said he was

Eventually. a new fire station/com- 
munity center complex may be built on 
the site, according to Clark. 


“That is a workable. concept from a 
community standpoint,’’ Clark explained. 
‘‘We are going to need a replacement fire 
station in Ballardvale, not just for the 
protection of the residents there, but also 
for the protection of a significant portion 
of the town’s tax base — the industry in 
the Lowell Junction area.”’ 

Abramson emphasized that the fire sta- 
tion is merely a possibility at this point, 
and has not yet been fully discussed or 
studied. 


The Corner Cupboard building in 
Ballardvale will be leased as a temporary 
branch library starting Nov. 1, Clark said, 
to replace the library in the closed com- 
munity center. The building is in need of 
minor renovations, he said.

Timeless Fashion In 
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Let’s Consider Our 
Voting Pattern 


It would seem that following a rather thorough trial of 
the new single polling location for Andover, the time is 
ripe for considering a return to the old individual 
precinct method. 

Understandably, the Nov. 4 Presidential election will 
have to be processed in the single location, the gym- 
nasium of Andover High School. It is too late to formal- 
ly notify voters of any change which is required by law. 
Too, the school department has decided to cancel 
classes for the day and make it an in-service day for 
teachers. 

But, while the single voting place is mandatory for 
this election, there would seem to be ample time to 
measure its worth for future elections. 

Voter response has not been that great since the new 
system was inaugurated a few years ago. 

It seemed a logical move when selectmen concurred 
with the town clerk on the proposal a little over two 
years ago. When that decision was made, selectmen 
were apprised of the fact that reverting back at a later 
date would require expenditure of funds to make the 
former individual polling places adaptable to the han- 
dicapped. 

Selectmen were aware of it then, as now, and felt that 
a good test would be to run through the various electoral 
processes, including a Presidential election. 

Thus, local and state elections have been held and the 
national selection process is about to transpire. 

Frankly, it has proven inconvenient to the majority of 


the townspeople, based on comments following each 
election. 


participation when it is as accessible to their homes as 
possible. 

While the high school might be a central location, it is 
basically a distance to travel for those outside of the 
center of town. For those in West Andover, Ballardvale, 
and outlying parts of the community, it requires a 
sacrifice of considerable time and travel to cast their 
vote. 

While school will not be in session on Nov. 4, on other 
occasions classes were held, thus parking was at a 
premium during school hours, and youngsters and 
school buses caused problems at various parts of the 
day. 

While the local polling places in Andover’s eight 
precincts may be beyond walking distance for some, it 
will still be closer than the amount of time and travel 
now required for the majority of the community. 

We are mindful that a return to the old system will 
require some expenditure of funds, since federal and 
state law mandates the removal of architectural 
barriers to the handicapped. 

But with time between now and the town election in 
March, it would seem that an examination of the value 
of the single voting place should be thoroughly examin- 
ed. It is possible that there may be places available 
which would meet all requirements. 

Also, to revert to some of the places formerly used 
may require little in the way of funding to meet the 
standards. 

It just seems apparent that despite the cost, it would 
be a lot more convenient to go back to the old system, 
with the convenience of the Andover residents and tax-

Down The Years With The Townsman 


75 Years Ago — October 1905 

An Andover woman was struck by a 
wagon in Andover square Saturday night 
about 9 o’clock and quite severely injured. 
She was alighting from an electric car on 
her way home after doing some shopping 
in Lawrence and just as she stepped down 
she was struck by a wagon and thrown to 
the ground.

The snow rollers which were recently 
purchased by the town arrived here last 
Saturday morning and occasioned quite a 
little curiosity. There are two of them, 
each weighing 4380 pounds.

The money will be used for 
welfare work. 

Sites offered for a new Federal building 
to be used as the Andover post office were 
inspected by two government officials on 
Thursday. Their tour of inspection carried 
them ~to-eight- locations; -on- Main, -Elm,- 


Chestnut, Bartlet, Park and Central 
streets. 

A red light on the track brought out the 
Andover Fire Department on a hurried 
call at 1:52 p.m. Sunday in answer to a call 
from the corner of Haverhill and Enmore 
streets near the Boston and Maine 
railroad station in Shawsheen Village. 

Several planks in the platform running 
beneath the tracks were burned by a red 
light left as a signal by a train which had 
passed. No series damage resulted. 


25 Years Ago — October 1955

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WASHINGTON -- The 
power of the presidency is 
the most potent force in 
American politics today. 
Here is how Jimmy Carter 
used this power a few days 
ago: 

The Senate was about to 
reject the president’s appeal 
to ship nuclear fuel to India. 
This would have been a per- 
sonal defeat on the eve of 
the election and would have 
made him look bad. 

So the president took out a 
few minutes from his cam- 
paign to telephone several 
senators from aboard Air 
Force One. It’s impressive 
to get a call from the presi- 
dent of the United States 
from on high. It’s also tough 
to talk back to him. 

Then Carter ordered the 
big guns in his administra- 
tion to bombard Capitol Hill. 
The most effective were 
Secretary of State Edmund 
Muskie and Secretary of 
Defense Harold Brown. 
They turned on the pressure 
behind the scenes. 

Muskie got the credit for 
switching the vote of Sen. 
Robert Stafford, R-Vt. 
Brown made a_ personal 
appeal that won over Sen. 
John Stennis, D-Miss., the 
Senate Armed Services 
Committee chairman. 

The president also 
brought back American 
ambassador William Goheen 
from India. He used to be 
president of Princeton 
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Carter Pulls Strings to Save Face, 


Win Vote on Nuclear Fuel for India 
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American basketball player. 
Goheen was credited with 
winning over Bradley. 

The White House isn’t sure 
exactly who convinced Sen. 
Malcolm Wallop, R-Wyo., to 
vote its way. But the presi- 
dent had made all the con- 
verts he needed. He won the 
final vote by the razor-thin 
margin of 48 to 46. 

SADEGH’S DILEMMA: 
There will soon be a new 
foreign minister in Iran, 
according to our sources. 
The man who now holds the 
job, Sadegh Ghotbzadeh, is 
voluntarily being eased out 
and is now foreign minister 
in name only. 

This is bad news for the 
United States. Our diplo- 
mats believe Gotbzadeh has 
been maturing in his job. He 
started off as a fire-eating 
fanatic, but has slowly come 
to realize that Iran has to 
get along with the rest of the 
world. 

Iran watchers are amazed 
that Ghotbzadeh has man- 
aged to hang on this long. He 
is hardly a Khomeini-style 
revolutionary. He drinks, 
wears flashy clothes and has 
a weakness for women -- 
habits which he picked up as 
a college student in the Unit- 
ed States. This should be 
enough to raise the ayatol- 
lah’s shaggy eyebrows. 

The Iranian people won't 
mourn Ghotbzadeh’s depar- 
ture. He started out running 


the national radio and tele- 


Dasa Corp. water surge; 34 Park St. An- 


vision network for the 
ayatollah. Ghotbzadeh 
scrapped the popular Ameri- 
can cops-and-robbers show 
“Kojak,” and the Iranian 


public never forgave him for 


it. 

To make matters worse, 
he forced Iranian audiences 
to sit through hour after 
hour of political speeches, 
boring discussions and relig- 
ious lectures. 

Ghotbzadeh also has polit- 
ical enemies. He recently 
fired the Iranian ambassa- 
dor to France, and the diplo- 
mat retaliated by circulat- 
ing copies of a mysterious 
bank check that had been 
mailed to the embassy. 

The check was for $1 
million, and it was made out 
to Ghotbzadeh. Across the 
bottom was this typewritten 
notation: ‘‘FO THE 
RELEASE OF THE US. 
HOSTAGES.” The check was 
drawn on the Army National 
Bank of Fort Leavenworth, 
Kan. -- which, despite its 
name, is a private institu- 
tion. 

But Ghotbzadeh’s enemies 
gleefully insisted that this 
showed he was in the pay of 
the hated American govern- 
ment. Ghotbzadeh himself 
denounced the check as an 
obvious fake, hired some 
attorneys and announced he 
was going to sue the ambas- 
sador who released it. 

But the Iranian public 
would have none of it. As 
Ghotbzadeh should know, 
they’ll believe anything. 


THE REAGAN RECORD: 
Republican presidential can- 
didate Ronald Reagan has 
claimed that he has never 
called for military involve- 
ment in a foreign crisis. But 
our reporters res*arched the 
record and found that he has 
recommended the use of 
force on at least 10 occa- 
sions in 10 years, including 
the North Korean seizure of 
the U.S. spy ship Pueblo in 
1968, the seizure of U.S. tuna 
boats by Ecuador in 1975, 
and the Cyprus crisis of 
1974. 

-- Reagan was once presi- 
dent of the Screen Actors 
Guild union. He is also the 
only presidential candidate 
to hold lifetime membership 
in the AFL-CIO. But at least 
10 Reagan television 
advertisements have been 
produced by a non-union 
crew.

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School Project Bonds

To Be For Ten Years | paintin 


Andover will try to sell a 10-year issue 
on bonds for the $11.72 million school 
building program between Oct. 15 and 
Nov. 4, the town manager said Monday 
night. 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark told the 
selectmen the New England Merchants 
National Bank has recommended a 10- 
year issue, because the town might have 
difficulty trying to sell a 15 or 20-year 
bond. 

‘‘We will be trying to sell bonds at a 
time when selling bonds is difficult,”’ 
Clark explained. 

He added that the town hopes to sell the 
bonds before Election Day because, if 
Proposition 24 should pass, prospective 
buyers might look at Andover as ‘‘just 
another Massachusetts municipality’’ in- 
stead of a ‘‘very strong, healthy com- 
munity.”’ 

Massachusetts bonds may become near- 
ly impossible to sell if the proposition 
passes, Clark said. 

The town will receive an estimated in- 
terest rate of eight percent with a 10-year 
issue, compared to eight-and-one-half per- 
cent for a 15-year issue, the manager 
pointed out, calling those figures ‘‘conser- 
vative as opposed to overly optimistic.” 

Selectmen Chairman James Abramson 
pointed out that, if it is possible to sell a 
15-year issue, the town might benefit from 
‘‘taking as long as possible to pay it off, 
considering the inflation rate.’’ 

The manager replied that the bond issue 
would bring the town’s debt up to $24 
million, and that he would like to bring 
that debt down ‘‘as quickly as possible, in 
light of other long-range projects that are 
coming up down the line.”’ 

Those projects include renovating the 
two unused wings of East Junior High for 
use as town and school administration of- 
fices, building an addition at Memorial 
Hall Library, and replacing the Riverina

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Road pumping station, Clark said. 

The bond issue will have an estimated 
impact of .$.58 on the tax rate, with a 14 
percent difference in the first year, a 12 
percent difference in the second year, and 
a declining impact each year thereafter, 
Clark said. 

‘During the two years of construction, 
we will earn in excess of one million 
dollars in interest income on the bond 
issue, significantly offsetting the tax rate 
increase in the first and second year,” 
Clark said in a report to the selectmen.
